Mr. Huddleston is quoted here to serve one purpose and one 
only—to reveal the character of propaganda that has been con­ 
ducted in favor of immediate ac’ adion of Ford’s offer.

to influence or create an American opinion favorable to themselves. 
One of the common methods of operation is to appeal to the 
various groups of American citizens of foreign origin. The skill­ 
ful use of publicity literature, and the publicity man, is another. 
Agents of the foreign press have great increased in the United 
States recently. 
A corresponding multiplication of foreign in- 
fcrm atlon-seivice bureaus is noted. 
Our official authorities in 
Washington naturally are curious to know' for what purpose for­ 
eign governments establish and maintain these extensive propa­ 
gandizing agencies.
